The above lines were printed in a 
Washington newspaper under date of 
October 7, 1918, but they might 
have been written yesterday, so well 
do they fit the current situation. 
Human nature being what it is and 
Great Britain and France being the 
same Great Britain and France that 
knew the Hun in the World War, is 
it any wonder that they now are 
weighing in the balance and finding 
wanting new German promises and 
overtures for peace? Any eountry, 
whether ruled by prince or paper- 
hanger, that can bring the world to 
the brink of ruin twice within a half 
century and regards its pledged word 
as a mere scrap of paper, should ex- 
pect just what the Third Reich is 
getting today.

C. Mahlon Kline’s Whaddon Chase 
not only made it three in a row last 
Wednesday, October 4, but the geld- 
ed son of Monk’s Way—Witchery 
proved himself to be the most power- 
ful stake ’chaser in training when he 
led Thomas’ Hitchcock’s  Satilla 
to the wire by a four length margin, 
to score in the 39th renewal of the 
testing three mile Grand National 
Steeplechase Handicap at Belmont 
Park. By virtue of his win in the 
$12,300 stake, the richest of the sea- 
son for jumpers, the 
bearer netted his owner $9,300 and 
brought 1939 $17,- 
865, having previously scored in The 
Brook, just a week before, over 
Rhadamanthus, Cottesmore, Ship 
Executive and National Anthem and 
in The Beverwyck at Saratoga over 
Rhadamanthus and Rioter.

The added purse paid Challedon’s 
owner-breeder W. L. Brann $4,300, 
which tidy sum brings the colt’s 
1939 earnings to a new high mark of 
$168,310.

Maryland stable, achieved his third 
straight stake triumph on Saturday 
last, October 7, when he outdistanc- 
ed eleven other top grade juveniles 
to capture the twelfth running of the 
$5,000 added Richard Johnson Stak- 
es at Laurel.

After Wal- 
puiseaux and Sea Ted went down, 
Prattler began moving up on the out- 
side approaching the tenth fence 
and, at the Liverpool which followed, 
engaged Dun Lucky and Spinach to 
emerge eventually in the lead and 
draw away. Dun Lucky was beaten a 
length for the place, but was some 
five lengths better than Redshank. 

The Wickes family practically car- 
ried the day at Laurel on Monday 
last when Dr. Walter Wickes’ Phil- 
lips Pete three times a winner on

Hounds met at Mountville on 
Wednesday, Oct. 4th at 6:00 A. M. 
Some 34 horses were counted in the 
field. Little time was lost in starting 
a fox which ran briskly and straight 
for a full eight minutes by the clock.

A fox was afoot and 
Hounds were away, down through 
Mrs. Nina Carter Tabb’s Farm, 
William Seipp’s and then it was 
round and round through the deep 
covert and woodlands back of the 
Turner Wiltshires’ and west of the 
Wolver Hill Skeet Shoot Hill. 

The meeting was at 6:30. The day 
grew terribly warm and Hounds 
were brought in shortly after nine 
o'clock. Hounds had a busy day with 


the red cubs circling about through 
the woods. The field had but little 
to do to keep up, for Hounds were 
always coming back. Miss Charlotte 
Noland and Daniel C. Sands joint- 
Masters were both out and the fol- 
lowers numbered some 44 horses. 

Hounds were out again on Mon- 
day, meeting at 6:30 at Dover. The 
temperature quickly ran up into the 
seventies. Several foxes were started, 
following Hounds splitting on two 
greys in the woods back of Mrs. 
Fairfax’s. Two reds were later boun- 
ced out of a covert, with the balance 
of the pack on one and the_ rest 
quickly brought on. A short run en- 
sued and then Hounds. denned. 
Huntsman Maddux and Whipper-in 
George brought Hounds back to the 
point where the other red had been 
seen last. They were quickly away. 
In the next covert the pack split 
again, two more reds. 

Middleburg met at Hibbs’ Bridge 
on Thursday morning at 6:30. The 
weather had turned from the sultri- 
ness of August heat to more normal 
conditions.

Cub hunting was commenced Aug- 
ust 20th., the first day allowed by 
Pennsylvania law; the country un- 
usually barren and dry.

HUNTING AT HUNTER SHOWS 


That there are still a great many things that can be done to increase the 
interest in Hunter Divisions at Hunter Shows can be shown by an endeavor 
made in California to bring to hunter classes more of the test that the hunter 
is given behind Hounds. It is so easy to have a ring, put up the orthodox 
flight of rails, send the horses around and call the show one for Hunters. 

Could anything in reality be further from the fact. In the first place, 
hunters never go in circles in a ring, they never jump from the perfect take- 
off of tanbark, they never have wings to guide them, their jumps are never 
nicely whitewashed, rounded poles. Hunters are required more than any- 
thing else, to have endurance, a well rated pace, to be sound in wind, capable 
of instant check or quick turn or stop. How much of these things does the 
average show ring provide. Very little if anything. A horse is often held at 
the gate by a groom, the gate is swung open, the nervous animal, through 
force of habit, swings around the ring at an exceedingly rapid pace, the faster 
the better in some judges’ eyes and the rapid pace is the one, almost invari- 
ably to bring applause from onlookers if the round is made successfully. 
There is no question of checking, no problem of hunting over country. A 
flat oval of six or eight jumps is no test of wind, no proof of endurance. 

In many Hunter Shows, it is impossible to provide a true test for hunters. 
At indoor shows, at shows on the outskirts of great cities it is impossible to 
recreate a hunting country. Still much could be done in the construction of 
jumps. As The Chronicle has advocated before, the most citified show ring, 
need not have wings for hunter classes. Hunting country timber jumps can 
be erected as easily as whitewashed poles. Stone walls, in and outs with 
turns and stops, right handed angles, gates to be opened and shut are very 
easy to construct. They are the every day problem of the hunter, seldom 
asked of the Show Hunter. 

The possibilities for the artificial in the Hunter Show ring in the city have 
not been fully exploited, are not being used today, to the best advantage, but 
the opportunities for simulating the real in the Country Show are unlimited 
and have been almost completely neglected. It is proper to say almost, be- 
cause recently there have been excellent efforts to simulate the real in the 
West Coast. The West Coast is not considered a hunter’s country, in fact 
foxhunting as it is practiced in the East is practically unknown, but the con- 
ditions for hunters in a four day Show are highly revealing. The Show was 
the Monterey County Fair. The Conditions for hunters briefly as follows: 

Horses will be shown over natural looking obstacles that will not be simi- 
lar in any way to those used in jumping classes. They will be constructed as 
near as possible to the type you might find in hunting country. Nothing to 
exceed 4 feet in height. 








In the Hunter stake, the horses will be shown for conformation, 300 points. 
In a hacking phase 100 points. Over a cross country course about 1 mile in 
length over brush, timber and water jumps, 400 points. In the evening over 
a selected course of 8 jumps in the show ring. 

It is interesting that the Virginia Bred and trained horse sent west from 
Dr. L. M. Allen’s Clifton Farm to Mrs. Gerald Gray won this excellent hunter 
test. If Royal Wonder had been showing in the east, he would not have been 
asked to undergo such a thorough test even in such excellent Hunter Shows 
as the Middleburg Hunter Show this month. Out into the country for the 
Hunter Division should be a standard phrase for Show hunters and really 
In the United States there is space to test hunters, 
not over park jumps, but over hunting terrain. The result would be a better 
type of hunter in the hunter divisions, a horse more nearly resembling the 
true hunter, there would be more interest from spectators who grow tired of 
watching hunters, jumpers alike perform over identical obstacles. There are 
many odd jumps met in the hunting field, many unexpected obstacles. It is 
one reason why hunting is so fascinating. Reconstructing some of these ob- 
stacles might test the ingenuity of Show committees, might make the job of 
judging hunters less one of personal opinion, more one of hunting perform- 
ance,

Taking cognizance of the rising 
interest in the Plantation walking 
horse throughout the South and Mid- 
dle West, Mr. King has included 
three events for these animals in 
this year’s program.

Hand—Red Gill, was on top by the 
third, had a comfortable lead by the 
ninth, and was running easily and 
jumping handily when Miltiades, a 
5-year-old by Rathbeale—Honey 
Girl II, overhauled him at _ the 
twelfth, 

The next three fences, with the 
runs between, saw these two match 
stride for stride, and leap for leap, 
but Mr. Bennett made a great effort 
going to the sixteenth and had five 
lengths at the next fence. Mr. Hamil- 
ton shook up his mount, which was 
odds-on, and made up all but a 
length over the final fence. Coming 
into the short stretch Mr. Bennett 
went to the whip and Mr. Hamilton 
settled down to one of his best hand 
rides, and once more the two began 
matching strides to the finish, which 
was so tense the crowd never made 
a sound.

Traimer Mr. R. G. Woolie, toliow- 
ing some yicissitudes, had the win- 
ling mount in the two and a_ hait 
mlie steeplechase for the Master’s 
Plate when he brought home R. V. 
N. Gambrill’s Telemark, by some 
three lengths over W. D. Cleland’s 
1934 winner Ghost Dancer, now 10- 
years-old. Five taced the starter in 
this event, and they ran well bunch- 
ed tor fourteen of the sixteen jumps. 

Telemark had taken command at 
the mile mark, but was hard pushed 
all the rest of the way to maintain 
her lead. The Gambrill mare and 
Ghost Dancer finally shook off the 
pack at the next to last, and althou- 
gh Mr. John Bosley Jr., kept the aged 
Ghost Dancer very much in the run- 
ning, a final burst by Telemark gave 
her the victory. 


The two mile King’s Oak Steeple- 
chase proved to be another two horse 
race when the favored Corky, owned 
by J. G. Leiper Jr., with Mr. F. H. 
Powers, recent Meadow Brook win- 
ner, up and Mr. Gambrill’s Little 
Hurd, winner of the Master’s Plate 
for the last two years, drew off from 
the field of three others shortly after 
the mile post was passed. 


They matched jumps over the 
fourteenth and final, but Mr. Woolfe 
had the inside on the run out of the 
infield to the stretch on the track. 
However with Corky at his girth, he 
judged the turn just a shade too 
close, and Little Hurd banged the 
initial guard rail, cutting a gash in 
his left shoulder and losing several 
lengths by the impact so that Corky 
got to the wire with a five length 
lead. Little Hurd saved the place by 
some ten lengths from Mr. Cleland’s 
Emma’s Pet, with 55-year-old train- 
er G. Neillands up. 


This victory gave Mr. Powers a 
double for the afternoon, as he had 
won the opener, the six furlong 
Neshaminy Plate, with Mrs. Helen 
B. Stetson’s Castle Koch in no un- 
certain fashion. 


There was romance in that win. 
Mrs. Stetson, former National 
Womens Golf Champion, is the 
daughter of J. Howard Lewis, one of 
the greatest steeplechase trainers in 
the history of American turf, who 
retired when Joseph BE. Widener dis- 
posed of his steeplechasers. 


But Mr. Lewis had a stallion, Sun 
Charmer, and a mare, which he still 
owns, Margo. The offspring was 
Castle Koch, which never started un- 
til, as a 5-year-old, he ran second to 
Shot Gun at Whitemarsh last fort- 
night, then, in his second effort, in 
the Neshaminy, he spreadeagled a 
field of ten including Monks Shadow, 
Mrs. Marion H. MacKenzie’s consis- 
tent performer, and Mrs. Reginald 
Sinclaire’s Noction, winner of three 
hurdle races this year. Castle Koch 
is a handsome brown gelding, with 
a world of early foot, and a promis- 
ing future. 


Mr. Hamilton also completed a 
double, having piloted Mrs. Brooks 
Bromley’s Shot Up to a spectacular 
victory in the mile and a quarter flat 
race for the Justa Farm Plate. Pur- 
suing his usual waiting tactics on the 
flat, Mr. Hamilton made no move 
till the mile post, came on in the 
stretch, and gave Mrs. Bromley her 
fifth victory in the last seven run- 
nings of this race, by besting Mrs. 
Sinclaire’s Old Dom, Mr. Harrison 
up, and the only favorite to fall, by 
a length. Mrs. Bromley’s Shot Gun, 


hitherto considered the star of her 
string, came in third under a good 
ride by Mr. Norman Cleland.

Mrs. J. W. Y. Martin Scores 

In The Ladies With Ulysses; 

Championship To Swindler 

The Green Spring Hunters’ and 
Breeders’ Show of 1939 was a de- 
lightful informal competitive outing. 
Miss Sara Bosley showed her own 
Swindler, winning a second in the 
Working Hunters to Christopher M. 
Greer Jr’s Mayring, a second in the 
Ladies’ to Mrs. J. W. Y. Martin on 
her Ulysses and a first in the 
Master’s Cup (Corinthian) over Mrs. 
Stuart S. Janney Jr’s Vaunt, to win 
the Championship. 





Dr. A. C. Randolph, M. F. H., of 
Upperville, Judge, had to look hard 
to find anything but real working 
and hunting hunters shown before 
him during the day. Of course there 
were exceptions, in the Green Hunt- 
ers, won by Mr. Greer’s Highland 
Ace, a three-year-old, and Miss Mar- 
garet Noyes’ War Krem, a regular 
show-ring campaigner, winner of 
many laurels this summer, who went 
unplaced through the 19 class show. 


When Miss Bosley rode into the 
Green Spring Show ring, setting of 
one of the oldest shows in Maryland, 
where annually gather the cream of 
the hunters, regular mounts to Green 
Spring Hounds, she was riding a 
flashy looking seven year old chest- 
nut gelding, a son of Infinite. A bold 
mover, an _ outstanding jumper, 
Swindler is the making of Miss Bos- 
ley herself and a gift-horse. A. C. 
Bostwick gave Swindler to Miss Bos- 
ley when he had not proved well on 
the flat and hadn’t stayed over 
jumps. In the hands of the talented 
daughter of the John Bosleys, who 
have endowed their charming daugh- 
ter with a great horseman’s heritage, 
he came quickly to hand and went 
well with the Elkridge-Harford 
Hounds last year. 

Mayring is an old show-ring 
campaigner for Mr. Greer but has 
for the past two years been doing re- 
gular duty as hunting hunter with 
Piedmont Hounds. A big bold mov- 
ing sort, the good looking chestnut 
was justifiably placed over Swindler 
in the Working Hunters, with Mrs. 
Benjamin Griswold III riding Fair 
Maiden, of Mrs. 
third. This was a big class of 29 en-

tries and with very few exceptions, 
all ridden by amateurs and some 


Owners-up. Mr. Greer’s man rode 
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Mayring, and in the afternoon classes 
Miss Bosley rode. 

Mrs. Martin goes well through 
the field or the show ring and on 
Ulysses she scored handily in the 
Ladies’ and won the reserve champ- 
ionship. Swindler and Fair Maiden 
were in order behind her in the line- 
up and Dr. Randolph pinned Vaunt 
fourth, (a Point-To-Point winner of 
this year, owned and ridden aside by 
Mrs. Stuart S. Janney, Jr.) 


Mrs. Martin rode her Red Roberts 
with Redmond Stuart on her Ulysses 
in the Pairs, abreast. Their perfor- 
mance was impeccable and nothing 
else was to count. The scorers saw it 
differently and when the ribbons 
went up on the head-stalls the Ben- 
jamn Griswold III’s were the winners 
with Mrs. Griswold on Fair Maiden 
and he on Strega and the faultless 
performers dropped to third, back of 
Miss Noyes on |War Krem and Mrs. 
Wade Levering on Laurille. 


The Hunt Teams proved as delight- 
ful as it was an excellent class. Six 
teams competed with the Griswold 
pair and Miss Joan Thomas on Carle 
Jackson’s Wave making up the win- 
ning trio. The Janneys and Mr. Stuart 
on Jervis Spencer’s Winton were se- 
cond, while third went to Robert 
Fenwick on his Meadow Mouse and 
the Hoffman sisters, Miss Kitty on 
Ibn Zah and Miss Ethel on Aimwell, 
an erstwhile timber-topper. Young 
Mr. Fenwick is a versatile one, win- 
ner of the Junior Point-To-Point this 
year, and in the Show on Saturday he 


took third in the Master’s Cup on his 
Sir Grey Grass, a*Sir Greysteel. Mr.

5.58 flat. This was well behind the 
record (5.39 2-5) made by Mrs. John 
Hay Whitney’s Green Cheese in 1931, 
but better than marks set by such 
famous ’chasers as Thomas Hitch- 
cock’s Annibal, and Mrs. Marion du 
Pont Scott’s Battleship, winner of 
the Aintree Grand National. 


Ten of the best “‘leppers”’ in train- 
ing were named for the three mile 
test and nine went postward. Mr. 
R. G. Woolfe on Cottesmore and Sa- 
tilla, ridden by A. Scott, made up the 
Hitchcock entry. Whaddon Chase 
went to the post coupled in the bet- 
ting with Walter M. Jeffords’ War- 
spite, with Mr. J. S. Harrison in the 
saddle, a slight ‘favorite over the 
Hitchcock team. The others includ- 
ed H. E. Talbott’s Ship Executive, 
ridden by T. Roby, Brookmeade 
Stable’s National Anthem, with W. 
King up, C. K. Bassett’s Corrigan, 
ridden by FE. Jennings, Rokeby 
Stable’s Jack Skinner-trained Good 
Chance, E. Roberts up, and Mrs. Ar- 
thur White’s Bay Dean, 6-year-old 
by Judge Hay, ridden by J. Mc- 
Govern. 


When starter George Cassidy sent 
the field of nine away, Bay Dean 
broke on top, followed closely by 
Whaddon Chase. As Mc“overn hustl- 
ed the Arthur White s. ding to the 
first fence, Penrod toox the Kline 
color-bearer back off the pace and 
Satilla moved towards the leader, 
followed by Good Chance. Over the 
water in front of the stands it was 
Bay Dean by two lengths. Satilla 
was second some eight lengths ahead 
of the rest of the field, led by Good 
Chance with Ship Executive trailing. 

Down the back stretch Satilla mov- 
ed up on even terms with Bay Dean. 
Fifteen lengths back came Good 
Chance and National Anthem, fol- 
lowed by Whaddon Chase, Corrigan, 
Warspite and Cottesmore, all jump- 
ing well and running easily. When 
the field rounded the lower turn, 
National Anthem moved swiftly to 
Satilla, who had raced Bay Dean into 
submission, to take the lead.
